The doctor 
on arriving there found thai the cut on the 
wrist had severed only the tendons, but 
Had not cut the artery.

It appeared 
chal his first slash had not gone deep 
enough to suit him, but the second, last 
above “the apple,” had nearly severed the 
windpipe, there being a very small por­ 
tion at the hock winch alone kept ll to­ 
gether. It was with difficulty (hat the 
severed windpipe could be brought to­ 
gether, as the man would give forth fre­ 
quent exclamations of pain, which of 
course, put the muscles on the jum p, but 
finally the wouuds were dressed, aud there 
is a probability that he may recover, 
though there are many chances against 
him.

At tin r i he 
has pedaled from house to house, in the 
country. He Is a middle aged man, has a 
wife and several children, land has lived 
here for some years. 
Some weeks ago the Gazette received a 
letter from a town in Illinois, makiog in­ 
quiry concerning Courtney, and stating 
taal he had left a part of his peddler’s pack 
a: a house there, where he stayed over 
night, and that he acted very strangely,and 
hid disappeared mysteriously, without any 
apparent cause save a remark that he 
thought some one was going to kill him. 
It is now clear as to why he thus acted, he 
having been suffering from this mental 
trouble. Borne think that he bas not been 
exactly right for years, instead of months.
